Coroner's Jury Holds 
Miss Eva Tam’s 
Death Accidental 


The recent motor accident at Pok- 
tulum which resulted in the ,death 
of Miss Eva Thomas Tam, 23, mem- 
ber of a well-known local family, 
was inquired into at the Central, 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, 
when on Inquest was held. Mr, R. 
A. D. Forrest sat as Coroner, with a 
Jury comprising Messrs, James Kun- 
fook June (Foreman), S. A, Jabbar 
and Yeung Wing-sck, who returned 
a verdict of accidental death after 
hearing the evidence. J 

TraMfc Inspector S. C. Saunders 
was present for the police. * 

Dr. Liem. Tsoong-kya, of the Queen 
Mary Hospital, sald Miss Tam wus 
admitted to the hospital about 11.45, 
p.m, on October 31, and he saw her 
10 minutes later. Her condition was 
then comatose, her chest was,bruised, 
and there was a fracture of the ieft 
ribs. No blood flowed from the 
‘mouth or cars, but blood clots were 
discernible on both nostrils. A pro- 
visional dingnosis showed severe con- 
cussion and fractured ribs. She died 
at 2.40 a.m. on November 1.\ 


Witness performed o post-mortem 
on the body, and confirmed his pro- 
visionnl ‘dingnosis. Miss Tam_ had 
suffered n fractured skull, fractured 
pelvis, fractured ribs, and these com- 
bined with ‘shock were the causc of 
her death. The injuries were con- 
sistent with deceased having been 
crushed by a welght. L- 


Sergeont A. J. R. Crossman {estifned 
to having taken photographs; of tho 
scene of the accident, and! of the 
vehiele, 

Mr. #, A. Bidmead, Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Police, who was 
driving the car in which Miss Tam 
was kdtied, sald that they were re- 
turning from the ‘Lido, Repulse Bay, 
by way of Victoria: Road about 11 
pam, She was. sitting on his left 
He had just turned into Sassoon 
Rond when he noticed a car coming 
down the rond, but whether its head- 
Nights were dipped or not, he wns not 
sure, ‘As witness's own headlights 
were abnormally oright and cen- 
trally focussed, he switched off these 
lights and switched on the sidclights, 


FOUND HIMSELF FALLING 


At the time, witness was travelling 
at a speed of from 10 to 15 miles.an 
hour, so he switched to second gear. 
The next thing he knew was that 
the car was turning over and over 
sideways’ and downwards. Witness 
realised that he himself was turning 
somersaults, not in the’ car, but in 
the alr, having been thrown out. 
When he picked himself up, he heard 
Miss Tam calling him, so he ran up 
the hill thinking that she too had 
been thrown out. 

Witness could not find her there, 
su returned downhill and looked Into 
the car, which was upright. He 
heard another faint call, and reallsed 
that decedsed was under the vehicle. 
It wns Impossible to Iift the ear, as 
it had sunle into the ground, and the 
rear. neareside.tyre.had.. burat,._ Wit. 
ness shouted for help,. and even- 
tually some coolles arrived. They 
tried to Jift the car but could not 
move it, Two coolics then brought 
bars, ond with these levering at the 
car, witness managed to pull Miss 
Tam out. Mr, Heath then came on 
the scene, and she was put in his 
cur, and together with witness, was 
tukken to the Queen Mary Hospital. 

The roof of the car prior to the 
uecident was closed. The car was 
of 20 horse-power, and all the tyres 
were in good condition, and were 
practically new. Witness solid he 
had not formed any theories as to the 
ecnuse of the aceldent, but sald he 
thought the curve of the rond, com- 
bined with the fact that he could not 
see clearly with only the sidelights 
on, caused the accident. 


A. S, P, TESTIFIES

Superintendent of Police, sald he was 
driving along Victoria Road when 
he heard. cries for assistance In a 
forcigner's voice, He turned up 
Sassoon Road in their direction, but 
found no-one, and returned to Vic- 
torin Road, where he saw, Mr. Bid- 
mead, and several, Chinese.

Jagadis Chandra Bose, the Indian 
scientist who discovered heurtbeat in 
trees —Reuter, : 

Jogadis Chandra Bose, the Indian 
scientist who has been described as 
the "Darwin of botany,”, was, born 
jn November 1058, After studying 
at St! Xavier's College, Calcutta, he 
went to Cambridge where, he 
geadanted with .jiigh honours. In 
085 he was uppolntéd professor of 
physics at the Presidenc _ College, 
Calcutta, At first devolinit himself 
to electrical research, he demonstra- 
ted to the British Association in 1096 
an apparatus for studying the pro- 
perties of electric waves which bore 
a strong -‘resemblunce to the coherers 
used Inter for wireless.

Is It Time For Peace ? 


Sir,—After the Chinese have re- 
treated from Shonghal and Taiyuen, 
people begin to thinks that It would 
be uscless for China to go on further, 
nnd so the advisibllity to muke peace- 
terms with Japan arises. May I here 
thrdugh your yuluabie . column give 
some remarks? oe i 

The present aggression is not en- 
tirely the result of the Japanese mille 
tarists’ rule, but her incessant policy 
of imperinilsm, Unless there would 
arise another “French Revolution” 
which might result the alteration of 
the present polley, she would nover 
cease to attempt different means to 
tuke the Chinese hegenomy. What 
she calls “peace-terms,”" js only an- 
other way to suffocate China to death. 
Some correspondent on Nov. 1}, 
stated it would be Included that the 
Chinese tariff nutonomy be controll- 
ed by her, all nutfonal and provincial 
departments to ba supervised by her 
advisers und furthermore China not 
to possess an army nor war plancs, 
‘Judging from what she did to China 
in the previous years, there is rea- 
son to belleve that it lays some 
weight of possibility. Even a rabbit 
would decline the invitation of n fox 
becnuse of ‘the lutter’s — natural 
shrewdness?, Why should China be 
so short-sighted to make those terms 
with Japan to open her own grave? 


The long years of forcign insults, 
especlally the Muanchukuo Incident, 
however, have enlightened — the 
Chinese that the whole nation must 
.aet together for the struggle of its 
existence, and so for the first time 
since the Republic led to: the unity 
In last year, which encouraged every 
young Chincse to sacrifice for their 
mother cuuntry and the succeeding 
weneratlons of thelr sons and child- 
ren to come,’ The outbreak of the 
Loukuochul ‘Incident had — been 
foreseen to be natural,’ asa result to 
the aggressor's Crightfulness on the 
concerted strength, and the. subse- 
quent hostility, she opens, fs none 
the mutter of momentary incident, 
We may as well recall to the declam- 
tion made by Generalissimo Chlong 
that there was‘ absolutely no hope 
that it would end In the course of o 
few months; the only way was to 
face it with courage and — sacrifice, 
and only this, final decision could 
bring the light of lasting success, I 
may add that’ I¢ the people — still 
dream of temporary peace, they 
simply drive the whole nation to 
collapse, 

As regard to arms, China knows 
that “man against machine" 1s tragle, 
but she knows better that the suf- 
fering of being slave is more wn- 
bearable, Though inferior to Japan, 
she Is nothing like In such a situa 
tion us Ethiopla to Italy, and as 
morale and fighting spirit are’ con 
cerned, the enemy is far left behind, 
Japan might break some more fight- 
Ing Hines of the Chinese, but she can 
never break the backbone of their 
country which is built up by their 
boiling spirlts and determined sacri-
